Selfislindes Personified 


There seems to come a time in a citizen’s life when his 
regard for his fellowman plays second fiddle to his regard 
for his own property. 

An example in point is the individual who opened his 
sewer line to drain his cellar during last weekend’s 
furious rain. 

Those at the upper end of the sewer line were able to 
drain their cellars — but only to the detriment of their 
neighbor down the line. For that individual found most 
of the storm water, plus the sewerage, in his cellar. 

Such cases cropped up all over the town, wherever 
there is a town sewer. 

It is impossible to design a sewer large enough to 
serve as a storm drain; it is illogical to expect the exist- 
ing sewer to carry all of the normal material, plus the 
storm water. 

Opening the sewer line in the cellar may keep that 
cellar dry — but it works a great hardship on the resident 
down-hill. The line gets so full that it backs up into the 
cellars through washtubs and any other available outlet. 

Thus the damage caused by the recent storm can not be 
entirely attributed to an ‘‘Act of God’’. Man’s selfishness 
had something to do with the results, after all. 

We feel sorry for those whose cellars are a mess this 
week, because of other men’s actions. Perhaps, to prevent 
a recurrence, the town should recommend a by-law to 
control this situation. 


Delay Seems Reasonable 


One of the most thought-provoking, and possibly at the 
same time one of the most confusing, issues to face the 
town in many years is that of Urban Renewal. 

There is so much detail involved in the plan that it can 
not be boiled down to a couple of paragraphs. There are 
many facts to be understood, concepts to appreciate, 
rumors to discredit, and decisions to make. 

All of this is difficult — it can’t be understood at a 
quick reading, without further thought. And it has become 
apparent to us that many residents of the town have only 
the vaguest idea of what Urban Renewal is all about. 

The residents can’t be blamed — nor can the officials 
in charge of the program. It simply is a subject that must 
be discussed, explained and repeated on many occasions. 

This week’s news columns report the substance of a 
meeting Monday night, at which there was a lot of sym- 
pathy towards extending the day of decision to the annual 
town meeting in March. This is proposed because the 
group of business people forming a realty trust to handle 


the redevelopment of the area can not get a detailed plan 
ready before Nov. 19, the date of the special town meet- 
ing. There is the feeling that the voters will want to 
scrutinize this redevelopment plan carefully to see what 
the town will be like after Urban Renewal, before voting 
for it. 

Regardless of the delays in the past, it seems to make 
sense to once again postpone a decision until interested 
merchants and business men have a chance to make their 
plans known in full detail. This can only be done by 
waiting until March. 


Reasonable Requirements 


Last week’s Townsman carried a page one story about 
the types of rubbish and litter appearing in the carbage 
pails of the town, mostly items of little dietary value to 
pigs. 

Now it is a fact that the garbage collector has to dis- 
pose of the garbage somewhere — and the logical place is 
at a piggery. The pigs do not eat paper, or tin cans, or 
other items of disposable nature other than garbage, The 
pig farmer can’t be bothered pawing through the load to 
pick out the inedible items; he can, and may, refuse to 
accept the garbage at all. 

The local collector will not pick up garbage pails that 
obviously are full of papers and other debris that should 
be burned or go to the dump. He 1s justified in this re- 
fusal, and the town backs him up in it. 

It is a reasonable requirement, and should not be treated 
lightly by residents of the town. The voters approved 
garbage collection at town meeting last March — it can 
only be made to work to the benefit of the town if all 
residents cooperate graciously,

What Our 
Readers Say— 


To the Editor of the Townsman: 

“On at least two occasions I 
have called attention of the Town 
Manager to the highly unsatis- 
factory traffic control situation 
at our major intersection, namely 
the Main-Central-Elm-High- 
Essex tangle. 

**As you well know, intersections 
of this type are not uncommon and 
have been handled in other commu- 
nities by suitable traffic signals 
including left-turning lights. Aside 
from the hazards involved to 
direct-proceeding vehicles from 
left-turning ones, the situationhas 
ridiculous aspects. To mention 
one, there is the vehicle endeayor- 
ing to enter High st. from the 
south but blocked by west bound 
vehicles on Elm st, waiting toenter 
the intersection, the former inturn 
blocking traffic trying to enter Elm 
st. from Main. I have been told for 
at least two years that this matter 
is under study. I doubt if the solue 
tion is that complex or expensive. 

‘*Another point which I tried to 
make was the excessive speed 
with which many cars and trucks 
passed the railroad depot, pare 
ticularly when commuters were 
entering or leaying the station 
and parked cars lined both sides 
of the street, At these times, any 
speed over 20 mph is excessive, 
yet I have witnessed repeated ine 
stances of 35 and 40 mph. 

“I pointed out that an appre« 
ciable number of commuters are 
students who deserve just as much 
consideration as their brothers or 
sisters at school crossings. Inthis 
connection, I should add that snow 
removal in this area has been 
inadequate with the result of 
further narrowing the roadway and 
increasing the hazards. This was 
reported to Manager Duff with no 
noticeable results other than the 
usual polite and non-committal
